“Last Christmas the 
post office handled more 
mail than ever before, yet 
the Operation was the most 
efficient in history,’’ Post- 
master Robert Cooper said 
today, 

Nationally about 99 per 
cent of the Christmas mail 
reached its destination be- 
fore Christmas Eve. 

“ZIP Code use and the 
cooperation of the public 
in mailing early were the 
main reasons for our suc- 
cess. With the same or 
better cooperation this 
year, we expect to handle 
an even greater volume of 
mail with less effort than 
during the 1964 Christmas 
rush, ’ said Cooper, 

Mr. Cooper had advice 
which would help mailers 
prepare for the upcoming 
mailing season. 

A, Up date last year’s 
address list and include 
ZIP Codes. 

B, Prepare a gift list as 
soon as possible. Shop 
early to take advantage 
of full stocks. Be sure to 
have on hand enough 
shipping materials; boxes, 
tape, wrapping paper, etc. 

C, Use first class post- 
age on greeting cards. This 
assures their being for- 
warded if the recipient has 
moved or that the undeli- 
verable cards will be re- 
turned if a return address 
is on the envelope. 

The postmaster empha- 


sized again this year that 
poorly wrapped and loosely 
packed cartons are the 
major cause of parcel post 
damage. He urged that car- 
tons be packed tightly by 


using stuffing material to ji 


fill up the empty space a- 
round the merchandise. He 
also asked that all mailers 
make an effort to address 
their letters, cards and 
packages clearly as possi- 
ble and that they make 
every attemptto mail often, 
not waiting until the last 
minute to deposit all their 
gifts and greetings.

1 spot in the nation, With 
last year’s $10 million in- 
crease, the state now sits 
firmly in second place..

Larkin Wade, Extension 
forestry specialist, says 
the value of Alabama’s 
pulpwood crop, delivered 
to the milis, climbed from 
$73 million in 1963 to an 
all-time high of $83 mil- 
lion in 1964--a 14 per cent 
increase. 

“‘Pulpwood is an im- 
portant crop in the other

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Thousands of children 
over 18 have returned to 
school this fall and for the 
first time will be receiy- 
ing monthly social security 
checks, This is because of 
a new provision ir the so- 
cial security law per- 
mitting children to receive 
payment until 22 ifthey are 
full-time students, Prior to 
this change, benefits to a 
child stopped at 18, ex- 
cept in cases where the 


child was severely disabled: 
before reaching that age.! 
This change in the law’ 


is retroactive to January, 
1965, so it is important 
that those affected by this 
change get in touch with 
their social security off- 
ices. 

Take John, for example. 
John started getting social 
security checks at age 15 
when his father died. A 
monthly survivors check 
was paid to John every 
month until November, 
1964, when he was 18, He 
graduated from high school 
in June, 1965, and has en- 
rolled at a university for 
the fall of 1965, 

John’s mother should 


get in touch with the social | 


security office as soon as 
possible, She will have to 
file a new application on 
his behalf but by doing so 
it is possible to pay a 
monthly benefit back to 
January, 1965, This is be- 
cause John was a full-time 
student in January. 

Since he continued his 
schooling through the end 
of his senior year in high 
school and is in the uni-

versity this fall, John can 
be paid monthly benefits 
for all the months begin- 
ning with January, 1965 on, 
Payment of the monthly 
benefit to John can continue 
until he is 22 if he re- 
mains a full-time student. 
John can get benefits for all 
of 1965 if he does not earn 
over $1200. Beginning with 
1966, John can earn $1500 
in a calendar year and re- 
ceive all of his checks. 

Here’s another example 
that should not be overlook- 
ed by those affected by this 
change. Betty received so- 
cial security benefits as a 
surviving child until she 
was 18, She continued with 
her schooling and grad- 
uated from a university in 
June, 1965. She was 22 in 
July, 1965. Betty can be 
paid a child’s benefit for 
January through June, 1965, 
even though she is now 
22 and employed. Betty or 
her mother should get in 
touch with the social se- 
curity office and apply for 
this retroactive payment. 

While this is an impor- 
tant change for those chil- 
dren now receiving social 
security and those over 18 
but under 22 whonow quali- 
fy, this is added protection 
for every living wage earn- 
er or self-employed person 
who has minor children, 
This means benefits may 
now be paid for longer 
periods to a child when his 
parent retires, becomes 
disabled, or dies. It adds 
to the protection offered 
families through social se- 
curity coverage,
